that the atone was replaced when the 
church waa remodeled in 
1888. 
Two 
stones

found but troth were md id and the real 
cornerstone containing the box is 
ap­ 
parently lout. No one can lie found who 
can give any clue 
whatever to its 
whereabouts. 
When the work of raring 
the late 
structure was part way on, some bricks 
were removed about 
the 
two stollen 
ta rin g the date 1848 in the hope that 
the box and contents would jhe found 
The work proved fruitier** and it was 
announced th a t the contents could not 
tie given

u n til the church 
wan 
entirely down. 
Now there ie more of a mystery than 
ever a ln u t the affair and what bas lie 
come of the historic 'old stone cannot 
tie learned from any source.

Witness Tells of Boasts Made 
by Hines. 


Springfield, 111., April 14.—The Helm 
com m ittee, which is investigating the 
charges made by ii. H. Kohlsaat in 
connection w ith the election of United 
States Senator William Lorimor, held 
another session. 
Herman ii.,n e ttle r, of Chicago, the 
president of the Herman Ii. N ettler 
Lumber company, when questioned by 
the attorney, Mr. Healy, said he had 
known Edward Hines, of Chicago, for 
twenty years. 
He said he met Mr. Hines in the 
Union leag u e club, in Chicago, on 
May 20, 19<i9. “As I was buying some 
cigars,'’ he said, “I felt a tap on my 
shoulders; I looked around and met 
Mr. Hines. 
"Mr. Hines was apparently elated 
and happy. He said: 
I have just had 
a telephone call from Springfield and 
I have elected our next senator.’ Mr 
Hines was em phatic th at he person 
ally had effected the election of Mr. 
Lorim er.” 
Mr. H eftier declared under cross 
examination that Mr. Hines had sain 
nothing to him regarding money or 
the use of Improper methods In the 
election of Mr. Lorimer. 
"I simply took Mr. H ines’ actions 
on the day that I met him in the 
Union League club as an outburst of 
personal vanity or egotism." 
Mr. Healy then read an affidavit 
from Frank J. Russell. This affidavit 
staled that Hines had declared that 
"we put Lorimer over and It cost us 
a lot of money, hut he is well worth 
all of it to us.’’

Maryland 
Senator 
Doean’t 
Believe 


There Will Be Trouble W ith Mexico 
or Japan Over Latter'a Desire For 
Coaling Station. 


W ashington, April 14. — Senator 
Rayner, of Maryland, addressed the 
senate on the situation on the Mexi­ 
can border and expressed the opinion 
that there 
would be no war with 
Mexico or Japan. He expressed con­ 
fidence in the attitude of President 
Taft. 
Although a Democrat, Mr. Rayner 
spoke in confidence of the attitude of 
President 
T aft and 
expressed the 
opinion th at there would be no war 
with either Mexico or Japan. 
W hile he did not so express him­ 
self in exact 
term s, it was evident 
that Mr. Rayner had in mind the re­ 
ports th at Japan was exerting her­ 
self to obtain a coaling station on the 
Pacific coast of Mexico. 
“I am willing to admit," he said, 
"that if Japan is entering into nego­ 
tiations for coaling stations and bases 
for naval supplies for m ilitary pur­ 
poses with Mexico, we are entitled to 
know 
what 
these negotiations are. 
Congress is, however, without any in­ 
form ation or evidence upon the sub­ 
ject. This country would not ordinarily 
be entitled to know the secret treat­ 
ies or alliances that other countries 
may make, but upon the part of Mex­ 
ico we would unquestionably be enti­ 
tled to an explanation." 
He added th at be had no fear that 
history m ight repeat Itself, or that 
any governm ent would attem pt to Im­ 
itate the exam ple of Napoleon III., 
"who, through false pretenses and sub­ 
terfuges, sent an Austrian archduke 
to a Mexican throne simply to aban­ 
don 
him 
afterw ard to despair and 
death.” 
He was confident that Japan did not 
seek war with the United States, and 
declared that there c ould be no cause 
for hostilities between the two coun­ 
tries. 
Discrediting the report that Japan 
might desire to take surreptitious pos­ 
session of the island of Guam as a 
cable station, he declared that if such 
was the purpose It could not be justi­ 
fied under international law. He found 
in Guam usefulness only as a cable 
base, and, speaking sarcastically of 
the island, said: 
"Guam Is a charm ing spot, and one 
cf the most lustrous and brilliant jew. 
els in our Oriental galaxy, its princi­ 
pal products are vipers, snakes, liz­ 
ards, wild swine, rats and castor oil, 
and lf the island were put up at auc­ 
tion today, with all of the Inhabitants 
in it, beyond its value as a m ilitary 
post, it would not bring a dollar and 
a half in any of the m arkets of the 
world.” 
Much of 
the 
M aryland senator's 
speech was devoted to the contention 
that the Monroe doctrine is not involv­ 
ed in the Mexican situation. Quoting 
authorities to show that the original 
Monroeism looked only to the preven 
Bon of the establishm ent of new mon 
archical institutions in the western 
hemisphere, he sought to discredit the 
position in relation to the collection 
of Haims against western nations tak 
en In the Roosevelt adm inistration in 
the San Domingo controversy. This he 
characterized as the "Roosevelt doc 
trine," rather than the Monroe Doc­ 
trine.

TORNADO WIPES 
OUT A VILLAGE 


Only Ten Houses Left Standint 
in Cadet, Mo. 


Desoto, Mo., April 14.—A tornado 
hit Cadet, a town of 500 population 
twelve miles south of here, in W ash­ 
ington couuty Mo. A num ber of per­ 
sons are reported killed and fifteen to 
tw enty injured. 
The wind virtually swept the town 
away. Only ten houses in the south­ 
eastern part of the town were left 
standing. Great dam age was done In 
the northern part of the towu. The 
path of the tornado through Cadet was 
three quarters of a mile wide. 
G reat dam age was also done in the 
country near Cadot, ninny farm dwell­ 
ing bouses aud barns being wrecked. 
AH wires were blown down. An iron 
Mountain signal man brought the news 
to Desoto. 
In the southern part of Jefferson 
county the storm wrecked an automo­ 
bile in which were John Powers and 
Joseph J. Boyers and George Black­ 
burn. Powers anu Boy-rs were found 
dead and Blackburn is missing. 
A telephone m essage reports four 
persons killed ana several Injured at 
Valley Mines, In Jefferson county. A 
num ber of buildings there were de­ 
molished.

The question is frequently asked, 
“Why are the bridges which we build 
today less permanent than those which 
the ancients built?" says F. J. Kenning, 
deputy state highway engineer of Mis­ 
souri, in Good Beads, New York. One 
answer is the item of cost, chiefly be­ 
cause we build a vastly greater num­ 
ber of bridges than did the ancients. 
We build solely for the accommoda­ 
tion of the public, as we live by 
peaceful pursuits, whereas the an 
dents lived by conquest, tieing almost 
continually at strife, and built mainly 
for army maneuvers. 
Heretofore financial conditions and 
the rapid growth of progress hare 
made it necessary to do some things in 
the line of bridge building which were 
regrettable because the prime object 
was to build cheap and sometimes 
quickly built structures. 
That state 
of affairs Is Improving, and I am sure 
we nil agree that the class of bridges 
we are to build In this state In the fu­ 
ture should keep pace with the im­ 
proved conditions. 
There are conditions when It is the 


iM*st policy to build a masonry arch, a 
st«*el deck span, a concrete arch, per­ 
haps a s t e e l arch or a steel through

There la no doubt but that 
when the funds are ou hand and the 
conditions at the site are favorable it 
Is Irest to build a concrete an ti. 
It 
will also tie found to tie economical in 
the long run to build concrete fl***r* 
on all steel bridges regardless of the 
length of span. 
Many county officials through an er 
roneous Idea that they are saving the 
county money build spans much too 
short for the waterway required. This 
is a serious mistake and the cause of 
the destruction of nearly ail of those 
smaller bridges which hare lieen de 
♦droved by high water. 
County engi 
neers should see that bridges are plac­ 
ed at a sufficient height above high 
water so that they will not catch 
drift. 
Particular attention should also 
lie given to tile placing of anchor bolts. 
I have seen several expensive bridges 
washed off abutments during a time 
of high 
water when anchor bolts 
which had l»een omitted would have 
saved them. 
The state highway engineer is fre 
quently asked about tubular piers, and 
the inquirer is generally prejudiced 
against them. The proffer material out 
of which to build piers or abutments 
Is stone and concrete. 
Tubular (der* 
are, however, an excellent substitute. 
They have lieen used for years not 
only on highway work, but also by 
railroads. 
There are several reasons 
for this. 
In the first place, there is 
Usually a vast difference In the coat, 
and were It not for the tubular pier 
many bridges in Missouri could not 
have been built. Concrete or masonry 
piers require more excavation, and 
when water level is reached an expen­ 
sive cofferdam is required along with 
much more pumping than is necessary 
in sinking a tubular pier, which Itself 
always acts as a cofferdam. 
When 
there is no rock foundation the differ 
cace in cost Is even greater. 
There have |>een more failures of 
concrete and masonry piers than there 
have been of tubular piers. 
In moat 
cases this is due to the poor construe 
Bon of the masonry. 
Therefore there are many masonry 
piers built of the same class of stuff 
and in the same manner the mason 
employs when building a cellar wall 
in lits locality. 
The pressure against a tubular pier 
at time of high water la uot great owe 
log to Its cylindrical form; it is also 
not apt to hold drift for this reason 
It is bad practice to set a tubular pier 
on a rock foundation In a stream 
where It has only a foot or two of 
gravel or clay to penetrate. 
In this 
case it Is best policy to build a con 
crete or masonry pier even though th* 
first cost be twice that of a tubular 
pier.
